At 9 o'clock the rioters stormed the 
Denver Post Building and completely 
wrecked the business offices and edi- 
torial rooms. ‘They demolished of carted 
away furniture and other cquipment 
and left the rooms bare. 

The mob attempted to demolish the 
big presses, but was only able to put 
them and the linotype machines out of 
commission. 

After completing their work at the 
building of The Post, which has been 
against the strike in its news and edi- 
torial columns daily the members of 
the mob toek up the march to the Tram- 
way Central barns, presumably to 
wreck the cars that are housed within 
the enclosure.

the Denver Trades and Labor Assembly 
calied on Mayor Gailey, were parading 
after the conference’ and had just 
reached there when the collision took 
place. 

The strike sympathizers, who had been 
joined by several bundred additional 
union men after the demonstrators left 
the City Hall, immediately surrounded 
the car and began breaking in the win- 
dows to get at the strikebreakers: With- 
in a few minutes several thousand poo- 
ple, shouting end fighting, jammed the 
streets. Stones and bricks were hurled 
at the car, which was smashed open so 
that the rioters were able to get at the 
crew. 

Three strikebreakers were hauled froin 
the car and severely beaten, according 
to spectators. Armed guards opened fire 
when they saw that the car crew was 
at the mercy of the mob and at least

The police patrol accompanying the 
car was powerless, and three riot calls 
were sent in to Police Headquarters, 
briging five automobile loads of police 
te the sceme.

WARSAW, Aug. 4 (Associated Press).

SAYS TENANT SOVIET 
HAS SEIZED HOUSES 


Owners of Row in Brooklyn Ask 
for an Injunction Against 
Occupants. 


INTIMIDATION IS CHARGED 


Affidavit Recites That Tenants Have 
Captain and Warn Appli- 
cants Away. 


A tenants’ Soviet has taken complete 
possession of a block of houses in 
Brownsville and is administering the 
property, choosing the tenants that are 
agreeable tothe Soviet and ejecting 
those who do not find favor in their 
eyes, according to Max and Rose Guttes, 
vwners of the houses at 851 and 853 
Stone Avenue, Brooklyn. 

Mr. and Mrs. Guttes obtained from 
Sopreese Court Justice Squiers in Brook- 
bags 4 pe aged an injunction to prevent 

e alleged work of destruction of the 
tenants in the Guttes houses and an 
order ‘ requiring the. tenants to show 
catse on Aug. 9 why. the injunction 
should not be continued. 

In’ an affidavit submitted with their 
application for relief the Guttes. de- 
clared that Soviets had taken conplete 
eontrol of the houses on Stone Avenue 
between New Lots Road and Lott Ave- 
nue and that block parties were. a 
nightly oceurrence, the tenants being 
harangued from soap boxes by agitators 
who denounced .‘‘the capitalist sys- 
tem.’’ 

Not only landlords ~but grocers. and 
other tradesmen come in -for,a share of 
the abuse, the affidavit said, for daring 
one of the celebrations a speaker urge 
that the “ capitalists be strung up, to 
telegraph poles.’’ 

Among the specific acts charged 
against their tenants by the Guttes was 
the hanging from the fire escapes of 
signs advertising a strike of tenants and 
other placards intimidating prospective 
tenants and threats to throw the new- 
comegrs’ household goods on the streets 
follewing the ejection of the tenants 
themselves. 

A milkman who had been blacklisted 
by the Sovtet in the Guttes houses was 
attacked and. driven away, the affidavit 
stated. Last month a prospective ten- 
ant called at one of the Guttes apart- 
ments and anaes it, the statement 
continued, but he met with such @ hos- 
ifle reception from the leaders of the 
Soviet that he fled in fear of his life. 

According to the papers, the viet of 
tenants is ruled by a captain, 0 calls 
regular meetings. Meyer Fishbein and 
eleven others are named in the papers. 

The trouble began several months 
ago when the owners of the houses ob- 
tained warrants of dispossess against 
the tenants on the ground that they 
were undesirable. Under the new rent 
laws a stay was granted-until Sept. 15. 

In an affidavit filed with the papers,

he went to engage an apartment from 
Mr. Guttes he was surrounded by pick- 
ets and informed that he would be 
beaten and thrown out. of the window if 
he took the apartment and-that the 
storekeepers in the neighborhood would 
refuse to sell him food.

PHILIP A. LAING WON'T RUN. 


Designee for Attorney General Says 
He Does Not Want Nomination.

‘Marion, several miles away.- Four of 
those hurt are not expected to survive, 
They were beaten with clubs and struck 
with stones. 

Shots were fired by members of the 
mob in all parts of the town during the 
day, but no one was reported to have 
been hit by a bullét. 

State’s \ Attorney Roy Martin of 
Franklin County implored the mob to 
Cisperse, but without success. 

“We have decided to drive every for- 
eigner out .of this section of the coun- 
try,’" some one In the’ mob, presumably 
the leader, called out. ‘'If they don’t 
leave peacefully they will be driven out.”’

“THINKING” ABOUT THE LEAGUE. 
An engaging Republican candidate 
for the office of United States Senator 
from California, Mr. A. J. WALLACE, 
stopped off from his campaigning long 
* enough to announce in San Francisco 
that he had ‘’ flopped "’ on the League 
ef Nations. It was true that his per- 
gonal platform at the beginning of his 
candidacy had included a flat state- 
ment that he favored the League, 
** with or without reservations.’’ Now 
he gives that all up. And the reason? 
Why, simply that he and’ many other 
** earnest mén’’ had recently been 
@oing ‘‘'a lot of thinking.’’ The na+ 
ture of that thinking may easily. Be 
imagined. The candidate in question 
had no doubt taken thought of the 
Republican platform and ‘of *Senator 
HAaRDING’s speech. Above all, he’ had 
let Qjs mind play on the attitude of 
Senator JOHNSON and on the small 
chance that a Republican candidate 
would have in California if he went 
against the valiant Hiram and his 
party ‘machine. That . was aUnedy | 
enough to give Mr. Wa.iace “ furi- 
ously to think.’’ 

A great deal of such enforced think- 
ing has been going on,. often with cu- 
rious results.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—John Alexander, 
alias John La Granch, a Russian, and, 
according te the pelice, an anareghist 
and chief agent of German Communiat 
propaganda in the United States, was 
run down after a three-year search and 
Placed under arrest here. 

Alexander, who was the editer of Der 
Klassen Kampf (The Class Struggle) 
has been enjoying Uncle Sam's hospital- 
ity, alnee carly in 1915, when he fled 
from England to avoid military service. 
He had previously fled from Germany, 
the country of his adoptioen,. fer a sim- 
ilar reason. He had just become eom- 
fortably settled in New York and pre- 
pared to disseminate his radical pre- 
gramme when Uncle Sam upsct his 
plans hy entering the war himself. 

Alexander found himself in a quan- 
dary. If he disclosed hia nationality 
and his status he wauld be interned. 
He decided to proclaim himgelf an 
American citizen and seek exemption. 
He waa placed in Clase 5, ter, how- 
ever, he was advanced to Class 14. 
That meant he would have to fight. He 
fled from New York and found sanet- 
uary at Mountain Veil. in the Adiron- 
dacks.

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, Aug. 5 (As- 
sociated Press).—The international fi- 
nancial conference will be held at Brus- 
sels Sept. 24, the council of the League 
of Nations decided at its last session 
here today.

Supreme Court Judge Refuses to Or- 
der Filing of Fare Schedule.

ALBANY, Aug. 5.—In a decision hand- 
ed down today, Supreme Court Justice 
Harold J. Hinman denies the Public 
Service Commission's petition for any 
order. under which the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad would be required to file 
schedules before Aug. 10, showing the 
rate of fare between Albany and Buf- 
falo to be 2 cents a mile.

SPARK IQNITES CELLULOID 


Solderer at Work When Lafayette 
" Street Building Caught Fire 
Disappears. 


A crowd of several’ thousand which 
gathered ‘when smoke poured from the 
upper floors of an é¢ight-story loft build- 
ing at the northeast corner of Lafayette 
and Walker Stréets shortly after noon 
yesterday. saw a mah hang for. nearly 
five minutes from the ledge of a fifth- 
floor window and then drop through a 
steel-framed glass canopy .over the 
| building’s entrance, missing by a few 

‘feet a net which firemen had hastily got 
into place. He suffered a fractured 
skull and internal injurtes. 

As the flames ‘burned through the fifth 
and sixth floors, licking up a store of 
celluloid in the loft occupied by the 
Universal--Merchandise Company on the 
fifth floor, thé noon hour throng of 
factory and. office workers looked for a 
repetition of the terrors of the Triangle 
fire. . They saw the man- fall to the 
street and Jooked for others to follow, 
but police ana firemén soon learned that 
all of the 100 or more workers on the 
upper floors had escaped, leaving Ben- 
jamin Fitikel, 21 Years old, an assistant 
shipping <lerk, trapped in the rear of the 
fifth floor. 

Unablé. td réach the fire escape on the 
Walker Street side .of: the building 
Finkel apparently followed the north 
wall afound to the front. The intense 
heat and thick smoke drove him. out the 
window, from which he hung while those 
below were powerless. :to help him. 
Finally thé flames reacheé the window 
and he was forced to drop. 

Thosé wlio witnessed his plunge turned 
their heads away when they saw that 
its course led directly into the canopy, 
fastened or both outer ends with two 
sharp spiked iron standards. But Finkel 
missed ‘these and the resistance of the 
shattered glass broke his: fall. 

He was taken to Volunteer Hospital in 
an autonidbile, where it was said last 
night that his condition was favorable. 

As Finkel was falling, firemen of En- 
gine 31 had reached the’ sidéwalk with a 
net. They-.were responding to the ex- 
cited criég of onlookers after a member 
of the engine company from the fire- 
P house at Lafayette and White Streets, 
@ block away, had seen the smoke and

FINANGIAL MARKETS 


Slump of Stocks Accompanies 
Calling of Loans—Wheat 
Has Strong Rally. 


So severe a break of. prices as yester- 
day’s: in the stock market could not be 
ascribed in major part to the operations 
of professional traders for the fall. 
There were enough disturbing factors at 
work to promote considerable liquida- 
tion, and the slump of séveral oil issues 
seemed to point to forced sales caused 
by the calling of bank loans. The grave 
situation in Poland, hinting of armed 
intervention by one or more of the allied 
powers; continued evidences of credit 
stringency; persistent -discussion of 
business cantraction—all these factors 
tended to promote the’ sales of long 
stock and to contract the buying power 
of the market. In case of Middle 
States Oil and several other stocks of 
companies of fairly recent origin support 
was lacking until declines witnessed in 
panicky market periods had been rec- 
orded. There were well defined strata 
of depression during the day, with rallies 
of only slight extent sandwiched be- 
tween. At the end of trading losses of 
2 to more than 7 points spotted the in-

Recent Decision Taken as Def- 
inite Pledge to Remedy Un- 
profitable Tariffs. 


Hold Transportation Act Provides 
for Automatic Action by 
Commerce Commission. 


The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional’ Association .of Owners of Rail- 
road Securities, after careful considera- 
tion of the rate decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, issued a 
statement yesterday containing its 
views on: the new rates. The statement 
stressed two points—one that, in the 
committee’s opinion, the provisions of the 
Transportation act regarding the rate 
of return of the aggregate value of rail- 
réad property are mandatory, and the 
other that they provide for automatic 
action on the part of the Commission 
to initiate rates which will yield the 
prescribed return. The statement fel- 
lows 3 

“The provisions of the act in respect 
to the fixed percentage yield on the’ 
fair value of the property of the rail- 
roads devoted to the public use, taken 
in the aggregate in the four rate Wdis- 
tricts, are mandatory. Congress pro- 
vided the machinery for the guidance 
of the commission, initiated and believed 
to be essential by this association and 
thought by ‘Congress necessary to be 
made part of the Transportation act. 

Quetes from Bate Decision. 

‘The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, in its decision, takes a broad view 
of the necessities of the public and the 
railroads and places itself in accord with 


and firmly behind the Transportation 
act. Under the heading ‘ Conclusions as 
to General Increases’ the Commission 
says: : 

““* We are of opinion and find that 
the following percentage of incr in 
the charges for freight service, including 
switching and special services, together 
with the other increases hereinbefore 
approved, would under present condi- 
tions result An rates not unreasonable 
in the aggregate under Section 1 of the 
act and would enable the carriers in the 
respective groups, under honest, efficient 
and economical management and rea- 
sonable expenditures for maintenance of 
way, structures and equipment, to earn 
an aggregate annual railway operating 
income equal, as nearly as may be, to 
a return of 544 per cent. upon the ag- 
gregate value, for the purposes of this 
proceeding, of the railway progeny of 
such carriers held for and us in the 
service of transportation and one-half 
of 1 per cent. in addition; Eastern 
group, 40° per cent.; Southern group, 25 

r cent.; Western group, 35 per cent. ; 

ountain-Pacific group, 35 per cent.’ 


Sees Definite Promise. 


“This section of the decision makes 
‘the position of the railroads clear. It 
has never been so since their regulation 
by the Government. It is a definite 
thing upon which the railroad and the 
investor can count. It means that upon 
investigation, should the _ railroads 
ouped in districts, with ‘honest, ef- 
icient and economical management and 
reasonable expenditures for maintenance 
of way, structures and equipment’ not 
earn under the rates named the yield in 
the prescribed by Congress 
as to produce an efficient 
service as a whole, the 
will adjust the rates so as 

to the return required by the act. 
“Where railroads in any district may 


the question will automatically settle 
itself after sufficient time has elapsed 
for it to be demonstrated whether the 
yield Congress thought necessary and 
the Commission has acted upon has been 
produced. If the rates do not yield the 
amount prescribed by Congress, it is 
clear that the aid of the Commission 
can be invoked without delay. 
“‘An-‘erroneous impression prevails in 
some quarters that rates have been made 
that will yield 6 per cent. on the value 
of the railroad property of each cayv- 
rier. A majority of the railroads 6f the 
country under the rates named will not 
earn 6 per cent. either individually or 
on the fair aggregate value of their 
respective properties. It will be less 
than 5% per cent. This is on property

Denies Big Living Cost Increase. 


Touching on the effect the new sched-

The ques- 
tion that Congress had to decide and 
the Commission to carry out was 
whether the public is to be supplied with 
an adequate transportation system or

“You will be killed just like Barnet 
Beft,"’ was the threat made by poultry 
@ealers to Joseph Hasenfrats, formerly 
eh independent poultry dealer, accord- 
ing to the man’s testimony yesterday 
before Commissioner of Accounts David 
Hirshfield, who is investigating the al- 
leged Poultry Trust. 

Hasenfrats testified that certain poul- 
try men threatened to take his life be- 
cause of the testimony he gave fecent- 
ly at the hearing before Commissioner 
Hirshfield when he asserted that he had 
been coerced and tatimidated into dls- 
posing of his store to the “ trust,” from 
whom he accepted a position at $100 a 
week. ‘ 

Hasenfratz also testified that he was 
forced to sell out because of threats 
that his cregit would be ruined and he 
would be unable to buy poultry in the 
market. Health Commissioner Copeland 
and Markets Commissioner O’Malley 
were present when he told of the threats. 

Morris Liebowitz, President of the 
Brownsville Retail Dealers’ Association, 
testified that the “ trust”’’ was asking 
12 cents a pound above the market 
quotation for poultry and 20 cents above 
for Spring chickens. 

Ahother witness said that an inde- 
pendent dealer who sold out to the com- 
Dination was employed at a branch ata 
ealary of $150 a week and that the 
samne branch had four employes, three 





——— 
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of whom were managers at from $100 to 
$150 a-week and one employe. 

Commissioner Hirshfield became in- 
cense@d when Sinton Latoff, alleged to 
be on the ‘‘trust’s’’ books as an “ ad- 
viser ’’. at $7,500 a year, failed to appear 
in response to a subpoena. Latoff ap- 
peared iater, after the Commissioner 
adjourned the hearing, but he examined 
the man in his office. 

Latoff testified that he leased a 
slaughter house at Far Rockaway last 
May from the receivers of Barnet Baff, 
but béfore he had an opportunity to 


open ft he was able to dispose of it to | 


the Hygrade Live Poultry Company, 
Which was then fn the process of or- 
ganization. , He received $500, he sald, 
and was placed upon the payroll of the 
corporation at $150 a week as ‘‘ad- 
viser.’”’ He admitted he had little to do. 

Latoft said he was to have been made 
manager of the Far Rockaway slaugh- 
ter house, but because of business de- 
pression the slaughter . house has not 
been opened, and wili not open until 
September. Two weeks ago his salary 
way temporarily reduced to $75 a week, 
he added.
